Costa Rica’s 
embassy returning 
to Jerusalem

Costa Rica has announced that it 
intends to move its embassy from 
Tel Aviv back to Jerusalem, the 
Foreign Ministry suid last week. 

Costa Rica, along with all other 
Latin American countries, transfer-, 
ted its embassy from Jerusalem to 
Tel Aviv following the passage of 
the Jerusalem Law and UN Security 
Council Resolution 478 in August 
1980, which called on UN members 
to move their diplomatic legations 
out of Jerusalem. 

Observers here see the impending 
Costa Rican move as a major- 
diplomatic achievement and a pos- 
sible breakthrough that may prompt 
other countries to follow suit.

Israel last week asked for Italy's: 
help in combatting the Arab 
boycott and implicity urged Italy to 
break off contacts with the PLO and 
withdraw support for it. 

In their first round of talks Thurs- 
day morning of last week, Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir asked 
visiting Italian Foreign Minister 
Emilio Colombo that the Italian 
government pass legislation — as 
already exists in the U.S., Britain 
and France — forbidding firms to 
submit to Arab boycott demands 
that they cease trading with Israel. 

Shamir also asked Colombo for 
ttalian support for European 
Economie Community legislation 
against the boycott. 

Israeti sources have said that Bri- 
tain, France and Denmark have in- 
dicated that they will support such 
EEC legislation by the European 
Parliament. 

Colombo’ promised Shamir the 
Italian government will consider the 
Isracli requests. 

Colombo and Shamir reached 


agreement about the convening of a 

joint Israeli-[lalian commission to | 
facilitate the expansion of bilateral, 
economic, scientific and: 
technological ties. 

Colombo, who flew home Friday, 
called on Israel “as friends who 
believe in the principle of 
democracy," to accept that “the 
principle of choosing their own 
destiny must be applied to 
everyone.” 

In written answers to questions 
from The Jerusalem Post, Colombo 
added: “The other side of the 
problem is...the acceptance by the 
Arab world of the cxistence and 
security of Israel as fundamental 
elements in a comprehensive 
peace.” 

On Friday, Colombo called on 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
and heard a lengthy exposition on 
why Israel rejected Palestinian 
““self-determination.” 

Begin also discussed the situation 
in Lebanon, and explained that 
Israel “cannot tolerate” the PLO's 
interpretation of the cease-fire,

El Al is likely to continue fying 
on the Sabbath and Jewish Holidays 
even after the August 6 deadline the 
cabinet set for such flights, ac- 
cording to a decision last week by 
the High Court of Justice. 

The court overruled the cabinet 
decision to implement the coalition 
agreement grounding Ei Al, saying 
il lacked the approval of the Knes- 
set Finance Committee.

The new situation arose after the 
High Court accepted the 
Histadrut’s and Εἰ Al workers’ 
claims that the May 2 cabinet deci- 
sion violated Article Four (A) of the 
Government Corporations Law 
5735 (1975). 

The article says that a govern- 
ment corporation will operate ac- 
cording to business considerations 
which non-governmental com- 
panies apply, unless the cabinet, 
with the Knesset Finance Commit- 
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tee's approval, establishes, other 
guidelines.

The Israel government will see to 
it that the country's airports con- 
tinue to operate seven days a week, 
and will not let them close down on 
Fridays and Saturdays, Tourism 
Minister Avraham Sharir last week 
promised managers of foreign 
airlines in Israel. 


The managers met Sharir to ex- 
press their apprehension about El 
Al and Airport Authority workers’ 
threats to paralyze Ben Gurion Air- 
port on weekends and religious holi- 
days if El ΑἹ stops flying on those 
days, 


The foreign airline managers told 
Sharir they received urgent queries 
from their headquarters abroad and 
from numerous travel agents, fear- 
ing severe disruptions of their flights 
following the government's deci- 
sion. 


The foreign airlines complained 
that the landing fees, which have 
recently been raised by six per cent, 
and the airport tax levied on outgo- 
ing passengers by the Airports 
Authority are among the highest in 
the world.

The Consumer Price Index rose 
in April by 10.7 per cent, it was an- 
nounced last week. 

This rate is the same as in April 
1981, but for the first third of the 
year the inflation rate reached 33.1 
per cent, the highest since 1953, 
when CPI figures were first 
measured,-for the first four months 
of the year. ae

Peretz occupies the 47th of the 
Likud’s 48 Knesset seats and of- 
ficially forms # one-man faction 
called the State List.

belonged to the Likud in the Ninth 
Knesset to have remained in the 
party. The others, Yigael Hurvitz 
and Zalman Shoval, bolted to form 
Telem, 


Cabour sources cluse to purty 
chairman Shimon Peres said they 
have had informal contacts with 
Peretz and say he is ready to quit his 
party, Some of the sources say 
Peretz would actually join Labour, 
while: -others. are midre_ reserved.

Security forces study 
crowd control in areas

The security forces are studying 
methods of controlling crowds in 
the territories which may help avoid 
fatalities, Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissim told The Jerusalem Post on 
Friday, He would not comment on 
whether the use of rubber bullets is 
one of the means being considered, 

All military governors in the ter- 
titories have recently been given a 
detailed handbook called Main 
Potnts of Policy and Means of 
Implementing Them. The Justice 
Ministry prepared the handbook for 
a subcommittee of the Ministerial 
Defence Committee and the MDC 
subsequently approved it. 

Nissim pointed out that 
“recently” there have been very few 
applications by residents of the ter- 
titories to the High Court of Justice. 
He said the dismissed West Bank 
mayors did not apply to the court 
because of “the very careful legal 


groundwork our officials and ex-. 


perts have been doing prior to tak- 
‘ing any action in the territories.” 
In contrast, the security forces’ 
“nistake™ in preventing free move- 
ment of Golan Druse who do not 
hold [Ὁ cards was made, he said, 
because the Golan is ‘“*Israeli 
territory’ and the security forces’ 
actions there are not metuculously 


planned and legally scruitinized in 
advance, as they are in the 
territories. 

Nissim was referring both to 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir’s 
recent ruling that the maximum 
penalty the state can impose on ἃ 
person failing to carry his ID card is 
a 18500 fine, and to Zamir’s implicit 
criticism of the security forces for: 
imposing illegal travel restrictions. 


The Justice Minister said that the 
moment this “mistake” was caught, 
the travel restrictions and 
roadblocks were removed. The mis- 
take had been made “in all in- 
nocence,” he sald. 


Nissim denied that vigilente ac- 
tion by Jewish settlers in the West 
Bank against Arabs is widespread. 
He also denied that the police and 
judicial authorities are “lenient” 
towards Jewish settlers in the ter- 
ritories who commit crimes against 
Arabs. 

“We investigate each case and br- 
ing suspects to trial, he said.

Fines for 10 Golan Druse without ID cards

MAJDAL SHAMS. — Ten Druse 
residents of the Golan were 
sentenced in absentia last week to 
fines of between S300 to 18500 for 
failing to carry Israeli identity cards. 

The sentences were imposed by a 
civil court in the village of Mas’ada 
near here, A large group of Druse, 
including dignitaries, demonstrated 
during the trial and was dispersed 
by police without violence, 

Meanwhile, pro-Syrian elements 
in Golan Druse villages have step- 
ped up their protests against the 
Isracli annexation of the area, 
Several thousand protestors 
gathered in the village of Ein Kinya 
on the slopes of Mount Hermon to 
call on the government to rescind 
the measure and rejease 15 ad- 
ministrative detainees. The 
demonstration ended quietly. 

Pro-Syrian sources denied last 
week that a group of Golan Druse in 
tend to emigrate to Syria, “We do 
not want to leave our villages but we 
expect and pray for the end of the 
occupation," they said. 

The same elements denounced 
Likud MK Amal Nasr e-Din for 
suggesting last week, in an inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Post, that 
Golan Druse leaders opposed to 
{israel be expelled. They called Nasr 


e-Din “an agent of the Fascist- 
Zionist regime.” 

The High Court of Justice last 
week rejected a petition by Israeli 
Druse writer Salman Natur, ‘who 
asked the court to order the 
authorities to lift a military ban con- 
fining him to his village, so that he 
might testify before a UN human- 
rights committee in Geneva. 

But the court granted Natur’s ap- 
plication for an order nisi calling on 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon and 
OC Northern Command Aluf Amir 
Drori to explain within 21 days why 
the order confining Natur to Daliat 
al-Carmel should not be rescinded. 

Since April 30 Natur has been 
confined to the village during the 
day, and to his house from dusk to 
dawn, so that the authorities “can 


. keep an eye on him,” in the words 


of Deputy State-Attorney Renato 
Jarach. The order was issued for six 
months. 

Meanwhile, The Jerusalem Post 
has learned that Yisrael 
Koenig, Northern District 
Representative, whose area of 
jurisdiction was extended to -the 
Golan Heights, after the passage of 
the Golan Law, objected to the cur- 
few imposed on the Druse by the 
army, but was overruled by Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and the 
Defence Ministry. 


Koenig, who was to oversee the 
transition to civilian law in the 
Golan, was informed of the inten- 
tian to impose 4 curfew a day before 
it was imposed. He asked for a 
three-day delay, as he had begua 
negotiations with Druse leaders that 
he betieved would lead to a resolu- 
tion of their objection to carrying 
Israeli identity cards. 

After the cucfew was lifted ubout 
a month ago, Koenig was asked to 
resume his job in the Golin, bul 
refused, contending that the policy 
pursued by the army had undone 
the prugress he had mude.

Gur opened his sharp attack with 
a serlos of “We accuse...” Among 
these, he accused the government's 
“haste and unrealistic visions" for 
the evacuation of Israel's security 
strongholds in eastern Sinai, 

He accused the government of

“emasculating” the peace process 
by “superfluous threats” to Egypt 
and by “its contribution towards 
delaying the autonomy talks."" 

And he accused the government 
of “running amok with inflam- 
matory political pronouncements 
and uncontrolled settlement" which 
he said had closed the doors that 
were -open to peaceful co-existence 
with our neighbours, 

Gur said that the sight of Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon on television 
on visits to Nablus and Jibalya, with 
children throwing stones at his 
party, was proof enough of the 
failure of Sharon's policy. 

When the basic policy is bad, Gur 
sald, even the best commanders on 
the ground can be expected to run 
into almost insuperable difficulties. 

As Gur continued in this vein, 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
called from his place: “Look who's 
preaching at us with his ‘We accuse 
you") We accuse vou. We accuse you 
of incitement for the benefit of the 
enemy.” 

Gur: “You won't teach us the 

meaning of loyalty!" 
. David Shifman (Likud-Liberals): 
“You're inciting the army aguinst 
the government's policy! The ap- 
pearance of the reserve officers on 
television was a scandal!" 

Gur: “The government's policy 


— and what'stbeen happening the 
last few days is a scandal|" 

Begin: “My lips are sealed. I 
know of an operation that you con- 
manded, but I can't give the details. 
I had to halt certain things in your 
activity." 

This was followed by exchanges 
across the floor in the course of 
which Deputy Speaker Moshe 
Shahal called to order Arye 
Nehamkin (Alignment), Pessah 
Grupper (Likud), and Raphael Suis- 
sa (Alignment). . 

When a measure of order was 
restored, Gur charged Sharon with 
having added insult to injury by an- 
nouncing shortly after he assumed 
office, a “liberalization” of gover- 
ment policy in the territories, But 
there was no more substance to that 
promise than there was to other un- 
dertakings of the government, such 
as the pledge to introduce “full 
autonomy,” 

Gur said that the govemment’s 
extremism in the Golan Heights had

Zamur's decision ly prosecute ful 
lowed a reappraisal by the attorney- 
general afler the cabinet session of 
April 25, in which he reluctantly 
bowed to Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin’s desire to forgo 
Prosecutions and ta opt for “recon- 
cilistion” with the diehards. 


Immediately after the cabinet 
meeting, in which only Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Berman spoke in 
favour of prosecutions, Zamir, sup- 
ported by Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissim, had second thoughts and 
asked the police for the evidence 
they had amassed on offences com- 
milted in Yamit.

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INTERVIEW 


Shimon Peres

LABOUR PARTY chairman 
Shimon Peres fears that “time is 
running out for Israel." Speaking to 
members of The Jerusalem Post 
editorial staff last week, the Opposi- 
tion leader explained: "Ἢ is not a 
question of time not being on 
Israel's side, but of the govern- 
ment's misuse of it." 

He expressed concern about the 
government's “‘negative actions, 
such as the undermining of the open 
bridges policy in the West Bank, 
and an ill-considered settlement 
policy." He pointed out that in 
order to achieve Jewish parity with 
the Arab population of the West 
Bank, the government would have 
to settle at least 850,000 Jews there, 
“This at a time when the Arab birth- 
rate in Judea and Samaria ls 30,000 
a year,” he declared with concern. 

The biggest problem facing Isract 
in the decades to come, said Peres, 
would be the demographic one 
created by the government's annex- 
ationist alm. “The majority of 
babies being born between the 
Jordan River and the Mediterra- 
nean are Arab,” he stressed. 
“Nothing stands still, Because of 
the government's total concentra- 
tion on-Judea and Samaria, insuf- 
ficient attention is being paid to the 
rest of the country. In Galilee we 
have fallen to 48 per cent of the 


population for the first time, and ἡ 


our position is threatened in 
Greater Jerusalem. There is com- 
etition between Jewish and Arab 
forces within the ‘green line,” and 
Arabs are even buying tracts of 
land in the Tel Aviv area. 

“A number of cabinet ministers 
seem to think that one can uproot 
the Pulestinian problem, like a den- 
tist pulling a tooth, by the use of 
a means," he said deploring- 


iy. 

The Begin government appears 
not to be aware of the current 
favourable climate for negotiating 
with the Arabs, if only because of 
their disarray. ‘The cabinet seems 
to prefer to miss the opportunity," 
he lamented. 

Referring to the dawn of a 
nuclear arms age In the Middle 
East, Peres conceded that “no one 
can hold up technological advances. 

“But,” he added, “it is certainly 
possible to alter political direc- 
tions,” 


THE MAIN BURDEN of his 
criticism of the government's 
management of the nation’s affairs 
involved the drawn-out autonomy 
talks (“we could have completed 
them a year ago"), which he feared 
could sour relations with Egypt; the 
deterioration of Israel's inter- 
national position; and Israel's bor- 
rowing from the U.S. in order to un- 


derwrite an artificially high sten-, 


dard of living, with all the negative 
political consequences. 

This is why the time factor is so 
pressing. “Our alm is to effect a 
specdy change of policy and direc- 
tion, which is why it is imperative to 
replace this government as quickly 
as possible,” he declared. After 
characterizing the government as 
“being of Herut and by Herut, with 
the other partners blindly following 
Menachem Begin,” the Labour 
leader spoke of three possible 
scenarios of change. 

The first, which he described as 
the “least likely,” 1s a national unity 
government. Contrary to the 
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widely-publicized version, Peres 
maintained that Premier Begin had 
not in fact made a bona fide offer to 
the Labour Party to join his govern- 
ment, “It all amounts to a political 
tactic,” Peres held. So far no direct 
approach has come from the prime 
minister — all the proposals were 
telated through third parties, such 
as the NRP. 

Also, Begin's precondition that! 
the Labour Party formally revoke 
its earlier decision against sitting in 
the same government with the 
Likud, was to Peres's mind ‘“‘ir- 
relevant’ and "motivated by a wish 
to foment internal disunity and 
break up the Labour Alignment.” 
Moreover, Begin was being 
deliberately vague about -which 
portfolios he was ready .to ἰοί 
Labour have, Peres noted. "All that 
Begin was willing to promise was 
that we would be given ‘important 
portfolios,’ and we know what is im- 
portant to him," Peres added with a 
chuckle, 


HIS SECOND scenario entails early 
elections, which he favours. Peres 
spoke with confidence of the 
healthy state of his parly and its 
electoral prospects, “We are in a 
much stronger position than the 
pundits, pollsters and gossip colum- 
nists think,” he declared, basing his 
optimism on the 1981 election 
resulls. 

He claimed that because of 
“some of our technical errors” 
Labour had lost an electoral poten- 
tial of 60,000 to 100,000 votes Last 
year, The failure to link up with the 
Independent Liberals; had cost 
13,00 votes; another 7,000 vules were 
lost on the independent pro-Labour 
Russian immigrants’ list; two 
Labour-affiliated Arab lists 
deprived the party of another 20,000 
bullots. In addition to which 
Shulamit Aloni’s CRM had a sur- 
plus of 10,000 votes which went to 
Shinui because of their surplus 
pooling agreement. What's more, 
about 10,000 potential Labour 
voters were abroad on their summer 
holidays, and “we know for sure 
that at least 6,000 of them were kib- 
butzniks. 

“Labour had to maximalize its 
electoral potential," he said, ‘not 
run after those who scream ‘Begin, 
Begin’ at rallies." 

Turning to the lessons to be 
drawn from the last elections, Peres 
said: “It was a combination of 
Begin's luck and our mishaps [punc- 
turim!.” On the last week-end 
before the elections, the polls 
predicted 51 seats for the Alignment. 
“However,” Peres recalled, “we 
lost four seats that weekend. Three 
due to Dudu Topaz's unfortunate 
remark, and one to the publicity 
surrounding the Meridor energy in- 
vention.” 

Begin had been helped by four 
events: the replacement of Yigael 
Hurvitz at the ‘Treasury by Yoram 
Aridor (“the 60,000 colour-TV sets 
had more impact than 60,000 
speeches"); the bombing of the Ira- 
qi nuclear reactor; Sadat's visit to 
Qphira; and President Ronald 


Reagan's “Dear Menachem" letters. 


“But I doubt whether there would 
be a repetition of such fortuitous 
happenings in the nekt elections,” 
said the Labour leader. 

He went on to point out that 
Labour's problem was not so much 
electoral as being able to form 6 
coalition government. As hs put it, 
only 100 out of the 120 Knesset 
seats would bé up for grabs, with the 


remainder going more or less 
automatically to the religious par- 
ties and the communists, In such a 


situation no single party can achieve ” 


8 majority on its own. 

Peres then explained why only 
new elections might help the NRP 
and the Liberals or some of them to 
extricate themselves from the Begin 
embrace, “Begin is more religious 
than Burg and more nationalistic 
than Hammer,” he noted sar- 
donically, pointing out that the 
NRP's dilemma is Begin’s attraction 
to its constituency which grows 
stronger the longer they maintain 
their partnership. 

As for Agudat Yisrael, Peres 
recently cautioned them: “All that 
money you are getting will ruin 
you.” 

Before proceeding, to the next 
point, he conjectured that new elec- 
tions could be held in November 
1982 or May 1983, 


THE THIRD Peres scenario in- 
volves the formation of an alter- 
natlve government in the present 
Knesset. This he described as “os- 
sential but of unclear likelihood.” 


Prodded to clarify his frequent _ 


predictions of the imminent fall of 
the Begin government, Peres con- 
tended that “the government in- 
deed nearly collapsed earlier this 
year, but Begin did not draw the ex- 
pected conclusions from the tied 
no-confidence vote." 


Here he added in a revealing 
comment that he does not regard 
himself as being on the defensive é - 
against Begin’s charismatic appeal. 
He asserted that ‘personal 
charisma” plays ἃ far smaller role in 
politics than is popularly supposeth.: . 
In fact, it plays hardly any role at . 
all. “If Begin's appeal is so over- 
powering, then why did he lose in 
the first eight elections he con- 
tested? Begin at his zenith does not 
come out any more popular than. his 
Likud Hat. I believe that his party. 
would get the same without Begin... 
In 8 bad cconomic situation and 
dire political circumstances, a tholi- 
sand Begins would not manage to 
ball the Likud out." coe ἢ

PERES DWELT on the changing 
nature of Israeli society, not only its 
demographic problems but also its 
lack of political commitment. An 
in-depth poll conducted by Labour 
had shown to their dismay that over 
50 per cent of the public declined to 
identify with any particular party. 
Labour's leadership being constant- 
ly engaged in keeping its various 
parts together did not help matters. 

Peres expressed his profound 
concern that schools were not 
educating youngsters to accepl 
democracy as a matter of course; @ 
concerted drive must be made to in- 
culcate in the next generation an 
awareness of how essential it is to 
have public debate and a free press. 

Asked why the Labour Purty does 
not pursue reforms of the Histadrul, 
which it controls, the party 
chairman said he personally was 
more interested in planning how 
Israc] can best cope with the 
scientific-industrial revolution now 
sweeping the world. “1 would rather 
look ahead to this great vision that 
will push new people up to the 
front, than get bogged down in the 
reform of the Histudrut. We have to 
ponder the New Socialist, with ils 
shift from élatism to community 
life, the need for science-based in- 
dustry, the shift from class- 
consciousness to globalism, 8 
revolution that looks ahend and not 
to the past,’ he declared. 

Asked what Labour would have 
done differently from the Likud, 
Pores said: We would nol have al 
lowed the situation in the territories

According to the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission, PACs affiliated 
‘with the new right spent some 
$55.2m, In the 1980 congressional 
elections — nearly twice the 


amount spent two years earlier. 


They also gave $1.8m, to presiden- 
tlal candidates and spent another 
$14.2m. for or against candidates, 
mostly in the presidential race. 

Tho biggest PAC in the country is 
headed blican Senator Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina. His 
national congressional club raised 
37.9m. in the 1979-80 election cycle. 
Of that amount, $4.6m. went to can- 
didate Ronald Reagan. 

The second largest PAC is the 
national Conservative Political Ac- 
tion Committee (NCPAC), which 
raised $7.6m. during that same 
period. Most of that money was 
Spent trying to defeat liberal 
Democrats, such as Frank Church 
of Idaho and Birch Bayh of Indiana. 

But of the top ten PACs, only 
three are from the new right. (The 
third is the National Committee for 
an Effective Congress.) Other giant 
PACs, for example, are associated 
with the National Association of 
Realtors, the American Medical 
Association, and the United Auto 
Workers, 

Money spent by PACs in 1980 
was almost evenly split between 
Democrats and Republicans. 


COMPARED to these giants, lhe 
various Jewish PACs, whether in 
Chicago, Los Angeles, New York or 
many Smaller cities, are still rather 
modest in terms of their actual 


numbers and the total amount of 
money they have raised for pro- 
Israel candidates. But make no mis- 
lake about it — they have already 
started to make an impressive dent 
in influencing congressional races. 

At times, they also have been 
notably unsuccessful. Despite the 
considerable ameunt of money 
Jewish groups raised for his 
Democratic challenger, Republican 
Congressman Paul Findley of []- 
linols, the PLO's best friend on 
Capitol Hill, was re-elected in 1980. 

Determining exactly how much 
money has been raised by Jewish 
PACs is very difficult, since thesc 
groups do not have to identify 
themselves as Jewish or Israel- 
oriented when reporting, a5 re- 
quired by law, to the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission. Like most speciul 
interest and ethnic PACs, the 
Jewish ones simply list “good 
government," or something similar- 
ly innocuous, as their group's busic 
objective. The candidates receiving 
charges from Jewish PACs are, of 
course, well aware of their specific 
concerns, 

Unless new campaign regulations 
further restrict politicul fund mis- 
ing, PACs are already the wave of 
the future in American politics, 
Like other Americans, Jews will use 
that avenue to try to influence the 
course of U.S. policy toward Isruel. 
lt has become part of the 
demverntic landscape here — much 
like lobbying the Congress, Afler 
all, the U.S. Constitution 
guarantees the right οἵ citizens to 
petition their government. 

“Let us heed in this election year 
the words of Senatur Jesse Helms,’ 
Dine told the AIPAC gathering. Ἢ 
YAU are going ta win on sues, 
you've gol to help elect the cun- 
didates who will vole your way.” 

In polities, that has become the 
American way.

THE YOUNG reserve officers who 
spoke at a press conference in 
Jerusalem last week testified lo a 
permissiveness at the top. They 
wanted to protest against the un- 
precedented resort (9 shooting in 
putting down demonstrations in the 
occupied territories, and they per- 
formed a most necessary and 
courageous public service. 

Despite the sneers of those who 
reject the assertion that Israel's 15- 
year-long occupation of the ter- 
ritories has been. relatively benign, 
the fact of the matter is that the ad- 
jective “benign is an understate- 
ment of the nature of that occupa- 
tion, 


Partly this has been a reflection of 
the political and social attitudes that 
have characterized most of Isracl’s 
political and military elites. It was 
also, however, an indication of 
Israel's self-interest in maintaining 
an easy occupation — easy both for 
Israel and for the Arab civilians un- 
der that occupation. 

To be sure, there have been 
demonstrations in the past, and 
even concentrated acts of terrorism 
in the early 108 in the Gaza area, 
which required an iron hand to be 
put down — provided by the then 
OC Southern Command, Aluf Ariel 
Sharon. But such cases were the ex- 
ception to the rule, 


It would seem that today there is 
a palpable danger, that that very 
necessary “pacifier of Gaza" has 
become the untrammelled overlord 
of the «army, The measure of 
pragmatic restraint that informed 
his predecessors in conducting the 
occupation for the previous 14 
years, may go by the board, to 
Israel's own detriment. 


T have not the slightest doubt that 
the provocations that led to 
shooting in the territories over the 
past two months have come entirely 
from the Arabs, Nor do ἱ question 
the contention that those 
demonstrations have been 
orchestrated and timed from Beirut 
by the PLO and its constituent 
organizations. But the ‘Wham, 
bam, finish ‘em off once-and-for- 
all” response to those provocations 
is something new. New and short- 
sighted, as Is already becoming

Sharon’s free hand 


There are increasing signs that under Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon there has been a change inthe conceptions of what the 
army may be used for, writes The Post's YOSEF GOELL. 


and escalating situation of the 
Golan Druse. 


TO THE BEST of my knowledge, 


there have been no new army orders 
concerning the circumstances in 
which soldiers may shoot at 
demonstrators. And, indeed, both 
from the international and regional 
perspective (the Hama massacre 
in Syria and even the much more 
limited internecine PLO shoot-out 
in Tripoli last week), the number of 
casualties in the territories has been 
low. Which is the best evidence that 
there has not been indiscriminate 
shooting in pulting down the distur- 
bances there. 


It is when those casualties are. 
compared.with the small number of 
Arabs in the territories killed in 
altercations with the army over the 
previous 14 years that the present 
situation becomes a cause for con- 
cern, 


Very much hus depended on 
the individual discretion of young 
commanders and soldiers on the 
scene and on their reactions to 
finding themselves in situations of 
personal peril. 


Junior officers have been 
given to understand if they are 
quick to give the order to 
fire in such situations, they will nol 
tun too mich risk of bein 
reprimanded by their superiors, an 
correnty nol of being court martial- 
ed, 


The most encouraging offsetting 
impression, however, is thal the 
overwhelming majority of the of- 
ficers and men doing the unpleasant 
job have certainly not sought to 
take advantage of any loosening of 
control from the top. 

If they had, there would have 
been many moro casualties. The 
impression is that the officers who 


spoke out at last week's press con- 
ference reflected the feelings of a 
broad cross-section of junior field 
officers and men, and not merely 
for a narrow, politically defined 
group. 


THE ARMY'S actions in maintain- 
ing order in the territories have cap- 
tured the headlines, both here and 
abroad in recent weeks, At the same 
time, there has been a steady ac- 
cumulation of signs, big and small, 
that there has also been a change in 
the conceptions at the top of what 
the army may and may not be used 
for in democratic Israel. The 
change has been for the worse, and 
is associated with the dominating 
tole played by Minister of Defence 
Ariel Sharon, seemingly untram- 
melled by cither army or civilian 
bodies, 


One of the political wonders of 
Israel is that despite the understan- 
dably crucial role the army has 
played since the winning of in- 
dependence 34 years ago, this 
country has been almost the only 
state among those that arose in the 
aftermath of World War II to resist 
any hint of a military putsch, or 
even the suspicion of military in- 
volvement in domestic politics. 


There Js still not the slightest sign 
of any danger of army intervention 
in civilian politics. Consider, 
however, the following recent cases 
in which the army was dangerously 
involved in politically divisive is- 
sues, 


The theatrical insurrection at 
Yamit was a challenge to duly con- 
stituted civil authority, As such, it 
should have been handled by the 
police, or at most by the Border 
Police. But the army was brought in 
instead, because it was decided to 
have Sharon, who controls the army 
but not the police, shoulder the en- 


ΝΣ burden in whatever way he saw 
it. 

The army officers and soldiera 
who fought in the phoney battle of 
Yamit acquitted themselves" 
remarkably well. Unfortunately, it 
will take a long time, and much do- 
ing, to expunge the effect Yamit had 
on them. They had to fig 
Jews, fight them under frustratingly 
restrictive orders and, what's more, 
with suspicion that events had been 
staged in collusion with the minister 
of defence, who is their commander 
in chief. 


THE ARMY'S continued involve- 
ment against the Druse in the Golan 
is even worse. Yamit was occupied 
territory; Israel administration, law 
and justice have been extended to 
the Golan in a flamboyant, Begines- 
que stroke. There is reason to. 
believe that much, but not all, of the 
charges of brutality made by the 
Golan Druse were vastly exag- 
gerated. None the less, what is be- 
ing done there is the height of un- 
wisdom when one considers the 
peaceful relations that have existed 
with the Druse for 15 years. That 
the army has been charged with do- 
ing it has set a dangerous precedent. 
Another case in point is the 
sprinkling of Naha! outposts 
through Judea and Samaria in re- 
cent weeks. Though less serious 


-than the first.two,instanceg, the en- 


tire exercise had’ the purpose of 
diverting the public's attention from 
the Likud'’s political embarrassment 
over the Yamit evacuation. 

Nahal nuclei, affiliated with kib- 
butz movements known to be op- 
posed to the Sharon settlement 
Strategy, were dragooned to man 
the “fastnesses", which served no 
military purpose whatsoever, with 
many being disbanded and ‘the, 
soldiers returned to their kibbutzim. ὦ 

Finally, at a much lower level of 


concern, but containing higher level 
of shame, there is the private deal 
between the defence and farming 
barons to have soldiers from the 
regular army pick the late orange 
crop. 

Recently, Sharon, in reply to a. 
parliamentary question, admitted 
that the number of yeshiva students 
granted (permanent) deferments 
from army service had risen from 
9,084 in 1979 to 11,536 in 1982. The 
percentage of young women opting-- 
out of military service-forspurious 
religious reasoné has grown by even 
more since the concession on 
women's conscription was made to 
Agudat Yisrael three years ago, 
Many hundreds, if not more than 
young men recently 
the regular army 
rehaungmploy- 
ment insurance al atime when 


‘are too many unfilled jobs in the 


economy. 

And the minister of defence 
agrees to allocate many hundreds of 
soldiers on active duty to the pick- 
ing of the orange crop, as if the 
army were his personal fiefdom. 

How much this is his attitude can 
be seen from the additional gesture 
of “volunteering,” in the name of 
those silent soldiers to donate the 
moneys the citrus farmers will pay 
for this service to the Defence 
Voluntary Fund. 


All these examples add up to a 
totally unacceptable and un- 
precedented picture of a minister of 
defence who seems to believe and 
act as if the army, entrusted to his 
safe-keeping, is his personal 
property. 

In the past, Israel has been for- 
tunate in having ministers of 
defence, from Ben-Gurion through 
Menachem Begin, who possessed 
an admirable sense of responsibility 
and restraint in exercising the 
awesome powers entrusted to them. 
It was then not critical, though at 
times problematic, that the 
Ministerial Defence Committee and 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee were often no 
more than rubber stamps. At the 
present time, such a lack of civilian 
supervision over the army, and over 
the present minister of defence, 
may well prove to be much more 
critical. 


WITHOUT CONSULTING the full 
cabinet and without informing the 
country of their reasoning, Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin and his 
senior colleagues a fortnight ago 
decided on Israel's policy towards 
the Falkland Islands crisis — what 


~ they defined as "complete non- 


interference'' enveloped by a 
cushioning layer of verbal 
neutrality. 

“We had no choice. Any other 
decision — of support for Argen- 
tina’s claims or for the British posi- 
tion demanding a return to the 
Status quo ante — would inevitably 
have been bad for Jsracl,"’ said one 
senior government official. ᾿ 

In proposing the line eventually 
adopted by the select ministerial 
forum, Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir submitted some carefully 
prepared expert advice. 

Informed government sources ex- 
plained the case for neutrality in the

But he gave 
Isruel what Zionism has always 


demanded, ever since the “Basle 
Programme" — recognition of our 
national existence. In return, he 
demanded and got what he most 
wanted — the return of his ter- 
ritories and an Israeli obligation to 
negoliate on the Palestinian ques- 
tion. 

Alas, that kind of statesmanship is 
beyond both the PLO and the Likud 
government, Statesmanship and ex- 
tremism can never go hand in hand, 

So both the present {srucli and 
the present Palestinian leadership 
may rest unperturbed. They have 
nothing to fear from each other. 
Mr. Freij's suggestion will probably 
not be accepted by either side. 

There may of course, be a certain 
amount of pressure by the Euro- 
peans, by the Egyptians or even by 


the Americans. Theoretically, there 
is even danger of an imposed solu- 
tion, But that seems rather far- 
fetched. After all, one can always 
depend on elections somewhere — 
either here or in the U.S. 


WHAT REMAINS, then, is the 
possibility of war. Here, too, Mr. 
Freij understands the facts of life: 
There is no likelihood of solving the 
conflict by force of arms. 

This is so qbvious that it is almost 
Qn insult to the intelligent reader to 
say it again. But apparently a ma- 
jority of the Palestinians and some 
Israelis still shut their eyes to the 
obvious. The Palestinians can no 
more drive {srael out than Israel can 
impose a solution on the Arabs. 

So far, Israel possesses. military 
superiority. But all our victories 
have been what certain inter- 
national relations experts call 
“negative victories." That is to say, 
we were able to prevent the enemy 
from achieving Ais aims (no small 
feat for a nation in our situation), 
but our victories did not enable us 
to uchieve onr aims: peace, recogni- 
tion and ucceptance. 

Milltary balances may change, 
which is why Israel must try to use 
ils present superiority to achieve a 
peaceful settlement. But whichever 
way they change, neither side has 
the remotest chance of forcing “un- 
conditional surrender'® on the 
other.

THOSE WHO CLAIM to know the 
score are making a connection 
between the two dominant sounds 
of the fast week — the throbbing of 
war drums and the fanfare about 
early elections. That link may be 
dismissed as speculation, but there 
are clear signs that all is not in tune 
inside Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's cabinet. 

We're referring, of course, to 
leaks from the cabinet room about 
growing disharmony between the 
group favouring military action led 
by Begin and Defence Minister 
Arlel Sharon, and a substantial ma- 
jority, headed by Communications 
Minister Mordechal Ziporl with the 
backing of Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, which favours a diplomatic 
way out of the current confronta- 
tion over Lebanon. 

Those favouring the Sheron 
proposal to use the IDF against the 
PLO in Lebanon are said to include 
Foreign Minister Yltzhak Shamir, 
Justice Minister Moshe Nissim, 
Tourism Minister Avraham Sharir, 
Industry and Trade Minister Gideon 
Patt, Economics Minister Ya‘acov 
Meridor, and Health Minister 
Ellezer Shostak. The Zipori group 
— at least last week — includes 
Begin's two deputy premiers, Simha 
Ehrlich and David Levy, Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Berman, and the 
Newest member of the cabinet, 
Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Aharon Czan. 

The overheard exchanges 
between Begin and Zipori reported- 
ly have been most acrimonious, 
with Zipori accusing his chief of be- 
ing “held captive by Arik Sharon.” 
The premier, we've been told, 
retorted by telling Zipori, Ezer 
Welzman's deputy defence minister, 
that he was acting out the resent- 
ment he feels for being passed over 
for the defence portfolio in the se- 
cond Begin government, 


IN THE LIKUD, they're saying 
that Begin last week wanted to 
bring down his own government 
and call elections, but that he was 
prevented from doing 50 by some of 
his coalition members, Especially 
adamant, according to the story, 
were the National Religious Party's 
chiefs, Dr. Burg and Education 
Minister Zewlun Hammer, Other 
objections reportedly came from 
Agudat Yisrael veterans Shlomo 
Lorinez and Menahem Porush, who 
fear that elections now might result 
in increased pressure from party 
tivals, particulacly Knesset coalition 
executive chairman Avraham 
Shapira, for the enforcement of a 
long-standing rotation decision 
which would force them to step 
down from their prime spots on the 
Knesset list.

St. John described the Egyptian 
president as in one way “really a big 
child.” He only agreed to be inter- 
viewed for his biography on condi- 
tion that his name appeared on the 
jacket in letlers as large as Ben- 
Gurion’s had been printed on his. 

“Actually, { fooled him. I called it 
The Bass." Nasser was furious, but 
when the book was published, he 
began reading it on a flight to one of 
the Arab capitals. He managed to 
finish the first three chapters, 
which, unlike the rest of the 
biography, were complimentary. As 
soon as the plane landed, therefore, 
he sent a message to the Cairo cen- 
sor to permit Its distribution. "50 
the Egyptian people got to read it,” 
chuckled the author. 


WITH HINDSIGHT, would 
Robert St. John change his judg- 
ment of Ben-Gurion and Nasser? 
His answer was a simple “No.” 


BEN-GURION “had a faith in 
eventual peace between Israel and 
the Arabs. Nasser did not,” said St. 
John. “He told me that he did not 
betieve that Egypt or any combina- 
tion of Arab armies would ever be 
able to defeat the Israel army. But 
he held that the Arabs had Israel 
completely surrounded and thus 
totally dependent on American 
help, He said he knew people well 
enough to believe that the 


American Jews would eventually 
gel tired of supporting Israel, and 
then the Arabs would be able to 
strangle israel economically 
without loss of life.” 

He did not think that B-G and 
Nasser would ever have made 
peace, “But Ben-Gurion was as 
great a leader for Israel as George 
Washington was for the United, 
States, and your history books will 
say that one day.” 

He refused to express an opinion 
on Premier Begin, except to say that 
“only Begin could have given up 
Sinai to make peace, as only Nixon, 
whom 1 detested, was able to 
resume relations with China.” 


EXPLAINING his feelings for the 
Jewish people and for Isracl, St. 
John recounted that when World 
War Il broke out, the Associated 
Press assigned him to follow the 
Wehrmacht through Eastern Europe 
“and [ saw what the Nazis were do- 
ing to the Jews.” One day in 1941, in 
Bucharest, he hid a Jewish friend, 
Alex Coler, editor of an important 
Rumanian daily, his wife and 
daughter, to save them from a 
pogrom by the Rumanian 
notorious fascist Iron Guard.

AFTER SERVING as a foreign cor- 
respondent in the Soviet Union, 
Poland, East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia, TV newaman 
Daniel Schorr is familiar with the 
journalist's temptation of “wriling 
for your visa." 

That, in reporter's lingo, means 
ποῖ producing reports that are un~ 
favourable to an authoritarian or 
totalitarian country where you 
serve, 80 that the authorities won't 
turn down your application for 
another entrance visa. 

“If you work for g.TV-network or 
an important newspaper and you 
aren't allowed into certain 
countries,’” “Schorr told The 
Jerusalem Post during 8 recent inter- 
view at Jerusalem's Mishkenot 
Sha'ananim guest house, “your 
prestige with your employer gocs 
down.” ° 

Schorr, senior Washington cor- 
respondent for the At! el 

: since 1979 


correspondent for 25 
years before that, asserts that most 
Teporters in that delicate position 
do “write for their visas,” but others 
— “a smaller number" — write as 
they see it. If they are never again 
admitted into the foreign country, 


they “hope that their bosses will un- ~ 


derstand,”* 


EVERY JOURNALIST working 
abroad, he says, “has the problem 
of: ‘Am T here to get whatever news 
I can, or, by cooperating with the 
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regime, am | doing a disservice to 
my readers or listeners by leaving 
the important things out?’ I’m old 
enough (at 65) to say that the 
answer to that question is not easy, 
It doesn't serve the world to have 
journalists thrown out of countries 
— or to have them give false pic- 
tures of countries by leaving out un- 
pleasant facts.” 

The best way to handle the situa- 
tion, he says, may be to “play the 
authorities’ game” for the months 
the foreign correspondent is 
abroad, and then return home to do 
a major TV programme or new- 
spaper series on the behind-the- 
scenes trutha, ᾿ 

In the last few years since Schorc 
left CBS, a new-phenonféiion has 
8 life of the foreign 
respondent: terrorism. 
“Journalists have become a real 
target. Suddenly, terrorists have ap- 
peared and they say: “I don't like 
what you say, so I'll kill you.’ And 
they'do.” No editor, he maintains, 
likes to tell his reporters to go and 
get killed, 

Thus, Schorr was'very interested 
in the controversy raised recently 
by Ze'ev Chalets, director of the 


‘Government Press Office. 


“He made a very {important 
joint,” says Soliorr, ‘It's very 
healthy that Chafets brought this 


problem to the surface. It's unac-~ 
ceptable that journalists don't talk

about the effect of terrorism and the 
threats to their tives on their repor- 
ting.” ᾿ 
Schorr says Israelis feel they 
are trealed unfairly by the world 


press because “they're -vety sen- - 


sitive." There is no simple con- 
spiracy against Israel, according to 
Schorr, and petro-dallars floating 


around in America have not goaded - 


the newspapers and the ‘networks 
into giving flattering coverage to the 
Arab side at the expense of Isracl. 


AFTER LEAVING CBS, he wrote - 


a syhdicated newspaper column arid 
did radio shows before joining the 


Cable News Network, which 
provides almost continuous news 
feports to 12 million American TV 
viewers, 

After resigning, many ordinary 
viewers took his absence from the 
screen so personally that they up- 
braided him in the street for taking 
the step "without consulting me." 

“I woke up with you every mor- 
ning,” one elderly woman told 
Schorr, Schorr realized that he 
represented “not so much a human 
being but an image who had come 
down to them from the screen and 
of which the: viewers fell they 
owned a part as a result of so many 
years of watching me.” 

The almost universal reaction to 
seeing his face was, “I saw you on 
television!” Schorr began to realize 
“the existential meaning" of this 
man-on-the-street response. “When 
they saw it, it means that if you were 
on ΤΥ you exist, TV's danger, he 
adds, lies in the “substitution of fan- 
tasy for reallty” that it engenders in 
chronic viewers. ! 

Schorr has written often about 
the influence of TV addiction on 
mentally disturbed and violent peo- 
plo, like John Hinckley Jr., who has 
been charged with: the attempted 


murder of President Ronald - 


Reagan. 

TV, compared with the print 
media, rarcly gives reporters com- 
plete freedom to oxpresa thelr 
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views, says Schorr. Usually the 
script is written as an accompani- 
ment to the pictures and is thus of 
secondary importance. 

“AS soon as you enter the world 
of TY, you are no longer completely 
8 journalist, you are also an actor," 
Those TY correspondents and 
anchormen whose careers were 
formed in newspapers are generally 
less theatrical and more jour- 
nalistically oriented than those who 
were “born and raised" in the 
electronic media. 


SCHORR IS optimistic that the fac- 
tors (hat work lo lower the standard 
of TY journalism, including the con- 
slant battle for higher ratings, will 
be tempered by cable and video cas- 
selie technology, which provides 
narrower-interest programmes to 
the public. “People will have all 
kinds of choices from now on — not 


only what the networks give them,” 


he says. :

They tend to “bend over 
backwards” when reporting the dai- 
ly controversies, he says, — 
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THE HOLOCAUST exerts an in- 
credibly powerful fascination on in-~ 
tellectuals and artists, even on those 
not directly connected to it by race, 
nationality, or participation. They 
have tried to sift the evidence, to 
find causes, rationalizations and ter- 
minology to comprehend the enor- 
mity in ail its morbid aspects. As 
with gravity, the attraction is 
proportional to the relative mass of 
the subject; the human mind versus 
the enormity, a relationship from 
which, once a certain point has 
been reached, no extrication is pos- 
sible. The researcher enters a dark 
tunnel, and should he ever imagine 
that he can see light at the end of it, 
it is most probably the glare of ap- 
proaching psychosis. 

Since the beginning of time man 
has been fascinated by crime, the 
act of evil, But carnage, if it is to be 
encompassed by the mind, must be 
of human dimensions. 

The willful slaughter of 6,000,000, 
like the distance to Jupiter 
(792,000,000 kin.), may mean a few 
Nanoseconds of pracessing in ἃ 
computer, but to the human mind is 
an inconceivable abstraction. I saw 
40 corpses dragged out of a block of 
flats during the London blitz; I saw 
500 corpses rotting in Sinai in 1967; 
I have also seen pictures of corpse- 
strewn battlefields in epic movies, 
and films of thousands of naked 
bodies bulldozed into mass graves. 
But six million is beyond my ken, 

This if where the artist comes in. 
Since he cunnot very well put more 
than 50 victinis on stage, or 10 times 
that number in the cinema, he must 
reduce the tragedy to a symbolic 
few who stand us it were for the ab- 
sent many. But here the “fallacy of 
scale" upplies, providing us with 
Uistorted simplifications, such us 
noble, heroic victims and brutal 
jackbaoting Nazis, Unnble to en- 
compass the enormity, the artist has 
to do u biopsy, to dislodge a sample 
in order to urrive at hig eipEngny. 

Because of the enormity of the 
crime, every reduction is a reductio 
ad absurdun — Hannah Arendt un- 
derstood this und spoke of “the 
banality of evil, 


PLAYWRIGHTS and filmmakers 
have made many attempts to 
deepen our understanding of the 
traumatic events of the Hitler 
period. They can be classified as fol- 
lows: 
O Pre-Holocaust comedies. 
Dating from the period before the 
gruesome facts were generally 
known, they include films like 
Chaplin's The Great Dictator (1940) 
and Lubitch’s To be or not to be 
(1942), 
O Holocaust dramas. Here the 
author tries to encompass the enor- 
mily within the tragedy of a single 
person or a small group. This 
colegory includes films like Anne 
Frank, Shop on Main Street, The 
Garden of the Finzi-Continis, Seven 
Beanties, The Man in the Glass Booth, 
lo name a few. : 
O Documentary fiction (or docu- 
drama) is another way of grappling 
with the enormity, with stories based 
on real events, and actors standing 
in for real people, preferably filmed 
in real locations. The director of 
this kind of work usually counts on 
the “documentary realism" giving 
us a toe-hold on the enormity, 
Artists in despair are driven to 


meaningful distortion, in the hope. 


that the distorting mirror will 
straighten out the complexity of the 
subject, itself a distortion on a 
gigantic scale. In (his category one 
finds films like The Night Porter, 
which deal with sexual attraction 
between κα concentralion camp 
commander and a female inmate.

treated the enormity like some 
dreamlike abstraction, and elegant- 
ly blended bestiality, power- 
fascination and visual aesthetics; vic- 
tim and tormentor were so distorted 
that it was difficult to tell one from 
the other. 


A GLUTTON for punishment, 1 
went io see, George Steiner's The 
Portage to San Cristobal of A.H. at 
the Mermaid Theatre in London. 
Apart from being bad theatre, the 
play added nothing to my under- 
standing of the Nazi crimes. Here 
we have theatrical distortion which 
would have never reached the stage 
had it not been based on the work of 
ἃ prominent Jewish intellectual, 
Steiner presents a diabolical case in 
defence of Hitler, with Old 
Eloheinu not being allowed to get a 
word in edgeways, Now George 
Steiner is not a hack writer up from 
the ranks of the Grand Guignol or 
Hammer Films’ horror movies. He 
is a writer of admirable profundity 
and sensibility. Despite accusations 
of Jewish self-hatred and apostasy, 
he has proclaimed his wholehearted 
commilment to Judaism without be- 
ing aver enthusiastic on the subject 
of Zionism — which is his right. He 
is unything but naive. What was it, 
then, that made him deliver himself 
of this slab of bad taste, this inde- 
cent exposure, adding. fuel to the 


fires of polarization and bringing . 


neither new. insights nor 
enlightenment? After all, he who 
acts as the devil's advocate without 


balance or rebuttal, is doing the 


devil's work. in a man of Steiner's 
Stature it is as unforgivable as it is 
incomprehensible, And one 
searches for the cause of.whal went 
wrong, 


MY HYPOTHESIS is that ull in- 
vestigators of the Holocaust ap-- 
proach it at their peril. {tis a subject 
that does not permit deep involve- 
ment with impunity. 

No believer in the “science” of 
psychology, | am supported neither 
by qualifications nor by extensive 
research. But { have journeyed 
down the tunnel, have spoken to 
survivors, and am acquainted with 
some of the casualties. 

For instance, T,G., whom 1 met 
in Berlin when he was studying 
political science, on the last leg of 
his doctoral thesis on the “inmate 
infrastructure” of Bergen-Belsen. 
He is a sabra, strong as a horse, an 
ex-paratrooper and a scion of 
Israel's military-political power 
élite. 

He had thrown himself with much 
enthusiasm into his project, 
spending his time between the 
specialized libraries and research 
instilutes dealing with the 
Holocaust. At first he began to suf- 
fer from joss of appetite and, in 
time, insomnia. When enuresis and 
sexual dysfunction set in he decided 
to consult a doctor, who sent him to 
Β psychiatrist. 

[τ was soon established that his 
sludies lay at the root of his 
problems. His thesis being too ad- 
vanced to be abandoned, it was 
decided that after a six-month rest 
he should only work half days. He 
joined a tennis club, took to sailing, 
and swam every day. Gradually the 
bedwetting ceased, and his appetite 
for sex returned. The education 
authorities extended his bursary for 
a year. : 


LORD BULLOCK, the Master of 
St. Catherine's College, Oxford, is

When he 
realized thal in Hitler's case this was 
not possible, despite the vast quan- 
tity of documentary and 
biographical material (in memoirs 
by Schacht, Goebbels, Guderian, 
von Papen, Count Ciano, and so 
on), he decided to place on record

Army Archives in Arlington, The

In my researches I came across 
an absird little man, Hermann 
Pook, chief dental officer of all the 
camps, whose job it was to make ex- 
act calculations of the quantities of 
precious metal that could be ex- 
tracted from the mouths of the mil- 
lions of inmates, the goal being 
cash-flow estimates for the planned 
SS industrial empire. Dr. Pook map- 
ped the mouth of cach concentration 
camp inmate and when hauled 
before the Nuremberg tribunal for 
“crimes against humanity” was un- 
der the mistaken impression that 
the trial concerned discrepancies in 
the estimates. 

Gradually, related subjects began 
to absorb all my leisure time, slowly 
cating into my sleeping hours and 
peace of mind. 

Then | found, in the proceedings 
of Tribunal II, the defence of Ober- 
sturmbannfihrer Karl Mum- 
menthey, the head of the DEST (the 
outfit that ran the stone quarries in 
the camps, which probably killed 
more people than even the gas 
chambers). What drew my attention 
to the case was the pleading by a 
Jewish inmate, Helmut Bickel, who 
described Mummenthey (a man 
who administered the lives and 
deaths of some 1.2 million inmates) 
ag a paragon of humanity and spoke 
of his efforts to improve and save 
the lives of Jews who with their un- 
paid backbreaking labour were 
earning good money for the SS. 

With the unwitting ald of the 
organization of SS Veterans at Wup- 
perthal and the CIA monitoring unit 
at Freiburg, I tracked Mum- 
menthey down in a small 
Westphalian village where, after 12 
years in prison, he was living with 
hia married daughter. From him, 
and through him, I became aware of 
the SS's post-war industrial plans 
and decided to write a book on the 
subject. 

Dr. Bauer of the Central Office of 
Justice at Ludwigsburg gave me 
good advice, mainly to have nothing

money." One of my guests, the 
Austrian ambassador, vociferously 
toak exception to this remurk, and 
Mrs. Syberberg became hysterical 
and was made to lie down. {t was 
mainly through my wife's tuct that 
fisticuffs were avoided. 

1 wrote a piece about Syberberg 
which was published by The Post 
and dismissed him from my mind. 
Not long afterwards, however, 1 
received a typed letter from 
Syberberg in which he accused me 
of having traits in common with his 
hero, Adolf Hitler, In the same post 
came his handwritten letter to my 
wife thanking her for “n most en- 
joyable evening... the splendid din- 
ner.., and the graciousness of the 
company." The tone of the letter 
gave me no reason to suspect thal 
all this was meant sarcastically, 

I then made it my business to see 
all of Syberberg's films, mad Ludwig 
Hand the two-hour interview with 
Winnifred Wagner. which 
highlighted further aspects of the 
“Herrenvolk syndrome," One had to 
admire his skill as a filmmaker, his 
live palette of imagery, his 
theatrical fair (he worked for many 
years under Brecht in East Berlin). 

Could it be that here was a case of 
an artist blinded by the enormity's 
fascination, in the grip of an obses- 
sion, someone who, in his frenzy to 
understand, had become the unwit- 
ting prisoner of the forces he 
inagined he was fighting? If that was 
the case, in time the obsession had 
become an identification. 

When his wife had cried out in 
despair, “You don't understand 
him. No one ever will,” she might 
have been nearer the truth than any 
of us realized at the time. 

Neither Syberberg nor Steiner 
belongs to that contemptible class 
of self-appointed martyrs and so- 
called Nazi hunters who are actors 
of considerable skill in the show- 
busitiess side of the Holocaust. | 
find it sad, almost humiliating, to 
see a man of George Steiner's 
stature use cheap semantic tricks to 
camonpflage his obvious inability to 
come to grips with the enormity. By 
bamboozting his phar a and 
equating t! ncept of the Chosen 
Pe ΣΤῊ Herrenvolk, he is do- 
ing a disservice to the people he 
professes to belong to us well aa soil- 
ing his considerable reputation as a 
thinker. And observing him 
thrashing about in the quagmire of 
his subject, a prisoner of his own 
despair, one realizes that he stands 
in peril of being impaled on the rock 
from which his jackbooted siren 
beckons. In the case of Syberberg, 
Reiner Worner Fassbinder and their 
ilk, 1 couldn't care less. But in his 
case, as a fellow Jew, I do care, The 
Holocaust has a way of generating 
emotions which boggle the mind.

“YOU WANT to know how 
Jerusalem looks?" asked 17-year 
old Golda Feld of Kauniainen, 
Finland. “Well, it wears a flat, old 
cap like Reuven the delivery boy 
wears. With greasy finger marks on 
it from his father’s hundreds of bles- 
sings. Just by looking at that cap, 
you car tell that his father loves him 
a lot.

“My Jerusalem is clean, white 
sunligtt streaming in past -closed 
shutters,” wrote Samuel D. Oman 
of Riverside, California. “The 
mountains of Moab etched in 
brown and purple across the Jordan 
Valley." 

“Jerusalem was always in the 
heart of the Jews...their soul found 
iis greatest healing in dreams of 
Jerusalem," wrote Yosef Radomin- 
zolsky, a 31-year old Leningrad 
refusenik, in graceful Hebrew. 

To many of the approximately 
400 entrants in the “My Jerusalem" 
competition, the cily is a lover, and 
they sent her love letters. Others 
view the cily as a friend, or as an ob- 
ject of awe or longing, Or as a place 
of daily life or of dreams. Written 
and artistic expressions submitted 
by readers of The Jerusalem Post 
came from [4 countries, including 
Israel. 

The “My Jerusalem" competi- 
tion, co-sponsored by The Post and 
The Jerusalem Plaza Hotel, under 
the auspices of Mayor Teddy Kol- 
lek, was held to mark Jerusalem 
Day, the 15th anniversary of the 
city's reunification next Thursday.

GERSHOM SCHOLEM, the man 
who invented the study of Jewish 
mysticism, died in February at the 
age of eighty-five in Jerusalem, 
fifty-cight years after he came from 
Berlin. Long before his death he 
was famous and honoured among 
many scholars everywhere. His last 
book was about his best friend, the 
pathetic Walter Benjamin. Like 
Scholem, Benjamin was a German 
-Sewigh intellectual. His wrilings on 
literati dart have made him 
famous, too, especiaity~in.t 
Jew-free Germany. Benjamins 
however, died before any but a few 
friends and kindred spirits had 
acknowledged him and his work, 
Probably the circumstances of his 
early death — he committed auicide 
in 8 hotel room tn ‘the Spanish- 
French order in 1940 — have 
served to enhance his posthumous 
success, 

Scholem warns the reader 
beforehand not to approach this 
book as if it were a biography — it is 
rather a “personal picture” and a 
collection of materials which he 
hopes will help Benjamin's 
biographer when one comes along, 
That biographer, it hecomes clear, 
will have his work cut out for him, 
Not only are most of those who 
knew Benjamin dead, but the men- 
tal environment of Jewish intellec- 
tuals in Germany has become 
almost impossibly remote, The kind 
of seriousness with which Jews like 
Scholem and Benjamin took Ideas 
and books and each other is hard to 
imagine, let alone to find anymore. 
There's w danger that in simply 
describing their seriousness, and the 
formality of their inescapable 
middle-class munners, Benjamin's 
biographer-to-be will muke these 
Jews of a lost culture look 
ridiculous. 

“Dear Herr Scholem," we read in 
one of Benjamin‘s letters. ᾽] 
gratefully wccept your goud wishes 
on my birthday.” The birthday in 
question wus Benjamin's twenty. 
fifth, Scholem was twenty-one, and 
the two students of Goethe, Kant, 
Hegel and so on had already been 
friends for five years, and had spent 
many evenings reciting their poems 
and essays to each other. It was to 
be another few years before they 
decided that il was appropriate to 
change their form of address to the 
familiar du. Scholem, remembering 
this half a century later on another 
continent, doesn’t seem to be 
amazed, which goes to show how in- 
grained the manners of his original 
culture were, 


OR PERHAPS | should say Kultur, 
for these formalities of the two 
young Jewish intellectuals, who 
thought of themselves as, end who 
in some respects were, rebels, went 
together with an incurable devotion 
to Germafi’ poetry, and philosophy 
and to the Germad’ language.

Benjamin would be getting an, 
academic appointment. Magnes, at 
Scholem's urging, sent money to 
Benjamin in Berlin to study Hebrew 
in preparation. But instead of taking 
a Hebrew tutor, Benjamin took a 
vacation with a lady. Scholem was 
put In an awkward spot when the 
story got back to Jerusalem. 
Nevertheless, as the letters and 
diary entries in this book show, he 
remained loyal and patient and kept 
trying [0 persuade Benjamin to 
come. Benjamin kept saying that he 
would, but something was always 
happening which made a postpone- 
ment necessary. Only years later 
was Scholem to understand thal the 
‘idea of Benjamin making aliya or 
even taking refuge here was “fan- 
tastic.” 


THE FACT that Benjamin wos 
Chronically without money was a 
poor excuse for his never lenving 
Europe, His “entanglements” with 
women, and especially his ‘*produc- 
tive’ involvement in German and 
Buropean culture, were, Scholem 
realizes as he looks back, more con- 
vincing and characteristic if seldom 
articulated reasons for Benjamin's 
staying behind ns Europe sunk. 
With women, Benjamin seems to 
have had the luck he deserved. His 
‘ex-wife told Schulem that Benjamin 
suffered from an “ohsessive- 
compulsive neurusis."" Another 
woman, taken fur τὶ time by his 
mind, complained ufterwards that 
Benjamin wus “incorporeul." 

Svholem leaves il to Benjamin's 
biographer to psychounulyze him. 
Muding to ho intense and imense- 
ly proper relationship with Walter 
and Dora Benjamin when all three 
were young, Scholem puts Υἱ 
earetully and not toe helpfully this 
way. Were there «ἢ tus “trmingle’. 
of which we were unaware, uncon- 
scious emotional inclinations and 
defences that had (be discharged 
but which we were now able io 
recognize im our “mitivele’, that is. 
owing tor lick of psychological 
experiences f could not answer 
Ahese questions even today.” But 
when it contes to the writings of his 
friend, Schalem ty explicit and un- 
mistakeable — he's as sure 5 ever 
of their greatness, their value on καὶ 
par with the writings of Freud and 
Kafka, 

Even if we can’t wholly accept 
the comparison between Ben- 
jamin's sparse output and the huge 
work of Freud and Kafka, there's an 
undeniable similarity in the way 
they stuck to Europe to the last, un- 
willing to draw pragmatic conclu- 
sions from their intellectual 
analysis, Europe, they knew, didn’t 
want the Jews, especially dangerous 
Jews like them, yet without in the 
least hating themselves as Jews, 
nursing, indeed, various degrees of 


_fespect for Zionism, neither Freud 


nor Kafka nor Benjamin ever 
seriously considered making the 


“great move, Over and over they put 


off or turned down offers from the 
Zionists. By their own lights, they 
all knew what they were doing — in 
an earlier book, Scholem admitted 
that none of these three rebels 
against and lovera of the German 
language and Middle-European 
culture could have been “at home’ 
here. That can well be believed. We 
have the evidence, for example, of 


‘those aging Middic-European 


refugees in Rehavia who to this day 
can't speak Hebrew, Many of them 
have always been misfits jn the 
Jewish state. If Walter Benjamin 
had had tho will to overcome his 
character and his fate, perhaps he 
would have turned into one of them,

IT'S FRIDAY afternoon, rapidly 
becoming Friday evening. In the 
past 24 hours Lenny — which is 
whal everyone who is in Leonard 
Bernstein's company for more than 
five minutes calls him — has taken 
the Israel Philharmonic Orchestra 
τὸ Jerusalem's Binyenei Ha‘umia, at- 
tended a party thrown by old friend 
Teddy Kollek, returned to Tel Aviv 
and completed a gruelling three- 
hour rehearsal/recording session. 

Cigarette in hand (Ben-Gurion 
once commanded him to quil smok- 
ing), Bernstein, his matinée-idol 
face now creased with 63 years of 
hard living, is a meticulous recorder 
of his feelings. Part musician, part 
politician, part mystic, he reflects on 
his commitment to the country and 
the orchestra he has championed 
for three decades. 


He begins with reminiscences of 
the late ‘40s — “great days which | 
remember with such emotion, love, 
disbelief almost. That we could go 
to Jerusalem under siege and give 
concerts in the old Edison Theatre, 
while the gunfire never stopped, is 
unbelievable to me. We never mis- 
sed a concdrt, and there was hardly 
an empty seat. They were heroic 
concerts, really.” 


Thirty-five years ago Berns- 
tein conducted the Palestine 
Symphony Orchestra. It was the 
first time he worked in these parts, 
where he was still largely unknown. 

In 1948, Bernstein was back in 
Tel Aviv, this time conducting the 
[sracl Philharmonic Orchestra's 
first concert season. Luter that year 
he conducted a concert for the 
troops'in newly liberated 
Beersheba, 

“Those were years when | came 
to conduct twice, and then there 
were other yeurs when | didn't 
come atall,” he recalls. “There was 
a period in the ‘SOs that I skipped — 
around the time of the Suez cam- 
paign. Washington, London and 
Paris were all using Israe] (ὁ get to 
Suez. As a result the country 
became so militarily oriented that, it 
seemed to me, a lot of the cultural 
neshama was lost. 

“Suddenly Israelis didn't buy 
books the way they used to, poets 
weren't writing poetry, and the 
young people weren't coming to 
concerts. That was quite a shock for 
me. Imagine being able to walk 
down Dizengoff without being 
recognized! | certainly didn't take it 
as a personal affront, but to me it 
symbolized the great waning of in- 
terest in cultural matters, | became 
disillusioned with the whole scene 
and stayed away for a while."

und biblical claim to Judea and 
Samuria.

“They can perform miracles, 
however.

For 
whatever reasons, it was under-- 
rehearsed.

Each time Lenny shows up 
in Tel Aviv, he is followed by DG's 
engineers, and the most 
sophisticated recording equipment 
man can produce is flown in from 
Germany.

BERNSTEIN'S schedule is as busy 
these days us it has ever been —

Last year he took a sabbatical from 
all his other activities in order lo 
compose. One result was “Khalil.” 
in memory of an Isrueli flute player 
who was killed in the 1973 war. 
It was premiered here last year with 
Sean Pierre Rampal, 

In October, he will take more 
time off to complete an opera, 
which he refers to as the first trans- 
Atlantic triple commission. A se- 
quel to “Trouble in Tahiti," it has 
been commissioned by the Houston 
Grand Opera, the Kennedy Centre 
and La Scala, and will be entitled 
“A Quiet Place.”

The government asked the com- 
mittee lo approve ἃ $10 million loan 


intended to convert the company’s 
short-term debt into κα long-term 
obligation. Al the same time the 
government demands that the [CC 
company, which owns 55 per cent of 
Frutarom, place its stock as col- 
lateral, invest from its own 
resources an additional $3m. and 
raise another $2m. in the capital 
market. 

In the past the government has 
come to Frutarom's help by sub- 
sidizing its electricity rates, The 
company, which employs about 550 
in its Haifa Bay plant, where it 
produces PVC, has been facing 
Browing competition from other 
Producers. In October [980 the 
company received a government 
grant of 1S19m. This measure was 
taken as the result of fears of grow- 
ing unemployment in the north.

Big expansion in exports 


EVERY ISRAELI exporter is mak- 
ing a contribution to the country's 
economic growth and he should feel 
proud to be among those who are 


building its economic strength, ac- | 


cording to Moshe Semadar, deputy 
director-general of foreign trade at 
the Ministry of Trade and Industry, 

Imports of goods and services ex- 
ceed exports by more than $4 billion 
and [srael's national debt is growing 
every year. The need to export is 
greater than ever, and exporters 
know this, 

During the last decade Israel's ex- 
ports registered a remarkable 
growth, with industrial exports 
Jeading the field. This development 
has changed the composition of the 
country’s exports, 

From the birth of the state until 
1960, agricultural products 
fepresented some 30 per cent of 
total exports; by 198! they had 
declined to about 11 per cent, On 
the other hand, industrial products, 
excluding diamonds, represented 
some 68 per cent of total exports. 

Semadar stresses that the export 
of sophisticated high technology 
products is assuming ever-greater 
significance. 

In 1981, the export of metal and 
electronic products soared to $1.5 
billion, making for growth despite 
decreases in the export of dia- 
monds, food, textiles and other in- 
dustrial goods.

They 
know the foreign markets and ate 
capable of adapting themselves and 
their products to changing situa- 
tions. The quality of Israeli products 
sold abroad has consistently

In the next decade, Israel can ex- 
pect further advances in exports, 
but it should be based on a renewal 
of investments and economie 
growth. Without the establishment 
of new plants and the introduction 
of new technologies, it will be hard 
to maintain the present rate of 
development, 

Israel must place its hopes in the 
manufacture and export of 
sophisticated, high-technology 
goods, which are still capable of 
rapid growth. Labour is no longer a 
limiting factor in this growth and 
the expected decline in employment 
in the public sector will make the 
necessary labour available to the 
high-technology industries. 

Another factor contributing to 
the increased quality and 
sophistication of Israeli products is 
the current process of customs 
reductions, a result of agreements 
between [srae] and the European 
Economic Community. This 


process will be completed by the 
end of the decade and will push 
Israeli manufacturers towards 
higher standards of quality. 


ANALYSING THE SHORT- 
TERM prospects, Semadar is confi- 
dent that the current recession in 
the West will not continue for long. 
This does not mean that the situa- 
tion of forelgn markets is optimal. 
During the past year, Isracl's ex- 
porters felt the consequences of 
shrinking markets and growing 
competition from European 
manufacturers, who, with declining 
costs of production, could take ad- 
vantage of the falling exchange 
rates caused by devaluing curren- 
cies. 

This was particularly evident in 
the field of diamonds export, where 
overseas sales went down by 5400 
million. Other goods, such as food 
and textile products, registered a 
smaller decline. 

At the same time, there is every 
teason to believe that the Israeli 
manufacturer, who penetrated 
foreign markets only after great ef- 
forts, will not give up easily. Every 
manufacturer knows that it is un- 
reasonable to base the future of his 
enterprise on the local market, 
which is prone to marked fluctua- 
tions. It is to be expected that local 
manufacturers will continue, and 
even intensify, their export efforts, 
even if short-term profits are Jower 
than normal.

INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH and 
development in Israel entered new 
technological fields [πα 198. 

The’ new fields include bio- 
technology and computer-aided 
design. Forecasts indicate that these 
areas will dominate throughout the 
world in this decade. Biotechnology 
promotes the development of 
methods for the production of new 
materials by genetic engineering. 
Inoculation serums for man and 
animal, fine chemicals, hormones 
and diagnostic materials are only 
some of the products produced by 
bio-technolagy. 

The technique is based on alter- 
ing the genetic code of a microbe or 
yeast, resulting in the production of 
the required material. 

In one case, the genetic code 
which causes the production of in- 
sulin is grafted into a microbe, The 
microbe then reproduces, providing

a culture that can be utilized for the 
production of insulin in quantity. 
‘This is a cheaper system than those 
now in use. 

Notable developments in this 
branch are interferon — a promis- 
ing material for inoculations against 
viral diseases and possibly having 
some effect in treating cancer. 

Biotechnology has also con- 
tributed to the development of vac-

cines for foot-and-mouth disease, a 
fungus that will attack fungi which 
damage agriculture, and a microbe 
that attacks the malaria mosquito. 

This new system is 30 times more 
effective than all other biological 
means of combatting mosquitoes; it 
has received international recogni- 
tion under its name “Bacillus 
Thuringiensis Israelensis'' (Β ΤΙ). 

Also worth noting is the produc- 
tion of a high-protein animal food 
from a single-cell biomass. 


COMPUTER-ASSISTED DE- 
SIGN, a centre which has 
recently been set up in Israel, deals 
with such developments as robots 
for welding, which will also check 
the quatity of welds and correct mis- 
takes, machine-tool robots; sewing- 
machine robots; robots for 
teaching; and robots for polishing 
semi-precious stones. 

This technology is also employed 
in the plastics industry to develop 
electro-optical sensors used in the 
manufacture of printed circuits.

US. food distributors to help 
Israel expand in U.S. market

JERUSALEM, — The U.S. which 
accounts for less than 7 per cent of 
Israel's total processed food ex- 
ports, could hold the key to future 
expansion of these exports, current- 
ly standing at $350 million. This was 
the message Benyamin Toren, 
director of the food division in the 
Ministry of Industry and Trade, 
brought to a seminar held recently 
at the Van Leer Foundation for 
members of the Israel Bonds 
National Food Distributors Delega- 
tion. 

At the symposium, 18 chief ex- 
ecutives of Israeli food industries, 
marketing boards, and government 
branches met with the 28 delegates. 
The visitors are all members of the 
National Food Distributors As- 
sociation, representing the 300 
largest U.S. food distributors and 
300 food manufacturers.

ADMINISTRATIVE DETENTION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — I am writing in reply to the 
letter from ΚΕ. Auberbach, of 
Johannesburg, South Africa, con- 


cerning Mr. Ali Awad al-Jamal’ 
(April 29). While it is not my usual. 


practice to reply to letters published 
in. newspapers, the seriousness of 
the allegations has prompted me to 
review the matter and prepare this 
response. 

Mr. Jamal was detained in May 
1975 on the basis of reliable infor- 
mation according to which he was a 
member of an extreme terrorist 
organization and that, in the course 
of his terrorist activities he had 
murdered an Isracli citizen in the 
market-place of Jenin, 


’ Mr, Jamal was held in ad- 
ministrative detention under section 
87 of the Security Provisions Order, 
1970, which is in full conformity 
with Article 78 of the Fourth 
Geneva Convention. This article 
provides that persons may be kept 
in administrative detention if this is 
essential for securily reasons. The 
purpose of such administrative 
detention is to prevent hostile and 
violent acts in circumstances where 
normal judicial procedures cannot 
be followed because of the danger 
to the lives of witnesses or because 
the secret sources of information 
cannot be revealed in court. Even 


. closed sessions would be of no avail 


in this respect, as the secret infor- 
mation Would in any case have to be 
disclosed to the accused or his 
counsel, 


This procedure constitutes a 
necessarily delicate balance 
between judicial and security re- 


quirements. Evidence of the care’ 


with which this balance ia handled is 
provided by the fact that, out of a 
million and a quarter Arabs in the 
adminiatered areas, not one ia cur- 
rently under administrative deten- 
tion. By comparison, when we were 
ἃ. community of 600,000, 4,000 Jews 
were at ome time detained by the 
British Mandatory authorities, 

In accordance with the above 
order, Mr. Jamal appeared 
periodically before an Appeals 
Committee presided over by a 
judge.. In each case, the Appeals 
Committee confirmed the detention 
order after being satisfied that Mr. 
Jamal did indeed constitute a 
serious danger to security and that, 
even while in detention, he con- 
tinued to maintain his terrorist con- 
nections. At covery stage of the 
proceedings, Mr. Jamal was 
represented by counsel of his 
choice. 

Mr. Jamal was released from 
detention on March 2, 1982, follow- 
ing lifting of the administrative 
detention order against him, This 
step was taken with considerable 
hesitation, given the risk he poses to 
society, He was subsequently 
limited to bis town of residence for 
@ period. of six months pursuant to 
Section 86 of the Security Provi- 
sions Order, 1970. 

Thus it is once again apparent 
that, when the facts surface, accusa- 
tions that Israel has violated an in- 
dividual's human rights are found to

Last resort? 


THE CABINET, we have been told, is divided over the proper way 
of dealing with the terrorists in South Lebanon. 

There is virtual unanimity among ministers that last July's ‘war of 
atirition™ must not be allowed to recur. But the rocket barrage from 
PLO posts across the northern border which characterized that little 
war, and which nearly emptied Kiryat Shmona of ils population, was 
itself a response to Israel's aerial offensive against PLO targets in 
Lebanon. 


, y's brief barrage was similarly an answer to Israeli air 
strikes, staged~m ligation for what had been described as 
systematic violations of Ta ian meer Ἧτεὶ 

Should Israel, then, carry the war ively into PLO-ruled areas 
in South Lebanon, and perhaps beyond, to amo the‘terrorists 
und end the menuce for good? The majority of the cabinet appear to 
believe that this is not only a good idea but the only real allernative, 
But a powerful minority is reparted to have strong reservations. 

After all, even tlie’ best laid war plans tend to go awry. In the pre- 
sent case there is the possibility of Syrian, and even Soviet, involve- 
ment to be tuken into account, as well as America's opposition, bused 
on the fear of u wider war, incalculable in its consequences. There 
could be heavy israeli casuulties, yet ultimately, as happened in the 
Lilani Operation, the terrorists might retake the arca of Israeli ud- 
vance, even if under UN cover, Unless, that is, Isracl were to take 
pernmiinent possession of the occupied territory. 

That prospect would most probably enjoy even less of a national 
consensus than the idea of the war itself. 

Although the no-war cabinet party has not won the internal urgu- 
ment, the actual chances of war may for the moment have declined, 
barring an outrageous PLO provocation. This is due in no smull 
mensure to American diplomatic exertions which huve featured not 
only visits by U.S. officials to the area but ulso invitations to Israeli 
leaders to visit America. 

Thus Defence Minister Sharon is soon (o meet with Defence 
Sccretary Weinherger and Secretary of State Haig in Washington, 
while Prime Minister Begin is scheduled to confer with President 
Reagan and uttend a UN conference in New York next month. 

Bul those who support massive military action are pressing on. 
Chief-of-Staff Rafuel Eitan assured the heads of Galilee locul coun- 
cils earlier this week that the cease-fire was already dead, and tht il 
was only 4 matter of time before hostilities were resumed. This ver- 
dict on the cease-fire was restated yesterday by Mr. Begin in a 
mecling with the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee. 
Here too the differences of opinion gained sharp expression, 

But the defence minister and the chief-of-staff have reportedly also 
sought to secure the backing of the northern community Jeaders in 
favour of a cabinet decision for a full-scale assault on the terrorists in 
Lebanon. 

This peculiar attempt to pul popular pressure on the cabinet did 
not win approval from all the northern leaders, and Mr. Begin wisely 
turned down 8 request by the chief "hawk" among them, Metulla’s 
local council head Yossi Goldberg, for an opportunity to argue the 
cuse for war now. The very notion of a regional approach to so vilal a 
national issue as war, based on geographical proximity to the inten- 
ded war zone, goes against the democratic grain. 

Presumably, Mr. Begin is not allowing himself (o be stampeded by 
such lactics, of those who would push him into a war that at least half 
the Knesset, half the government and half the people would not 
understand.

Our unlikely 
matador 


THE TIME has come to grab the 
bull by the horns, Deputy Premier 
Simha Ehrlich suggested to the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Liberal 
Party yesterday. He was referring to 
what he described as a concerted ef- 
fort to oust Israel’s civil law in 
favour of halacha, exemplified in the 
cabinet's decision to close El ΑἹ 
down on Saturdays and Jewish holi- 
days. 

Mr. Ehrlich was, and still is, op- 
posed to such closure. Indeed he 
Says he would scrap a whole lot of 
teligious injunctions embodied in 
the last coalition agreement 
between the relgivus parties and 
tho Likud. No matter what the 
political price might be, 

Most Israelis are with Mr, 
Ehrlich. Why then, after voting in 
the cabinet against El Al's closure, 
did he agree to chair a committee 
which would formulate a program- 
me to carry out the decision? 

Did the Liberal leader not realize 
then that he was lending a helping 
hand to the killing of the national 
carrier in the name of halacha? Did 
he not realize it even after an irate 
Premier Begin slapped down Trans- 
port Minister ‘Haim Corfu for 
proposing that the committee might 
come out with an alternative plan to 
the closure if it proved to be 
impractical? 

MK Abraham Shapira, of the 
Aguda, put another justified ques- 
tion to Mr. Ehrlich last week: where 
was the deputy premier when the 
coalition agreement was signed and 
sealed?

Golan back to military rule 


“THERE ARE no indications of a return to anything like the military 
government,” said Interior (and Police) Minister Yosef Burg, com- 
menting on the appointment of OC Northern Command Aluf Amir 
Drori as coordinator of government operations on the Golan. 

Now Dr. Burg is an honourable man, aad there is no reason to 
doubt the sincerity of his assurances, Unfortunately they are not 
assuring enough, The coordinator of civilian government operations 
in any area of the country should, it would seem obvious, be ἃ 
civilian, and not an army officer. This is a truism that is in fact obser- 
ved everywhere — except on the Golan. The Golan is, in more witys 
than one, sui generis. 

For on the Golan, contrary to Dr, Burg's assertion, the military 
government — though ostensibly abolished upon the extension of 
Isracl’s “law,: jurisdiction and administration" to the area, last 
December — hus already been brought back, through the backdoor, 
as it were, Aluf Drori’s appointment only makes it official. 

The original expectation, in official circles, was that the passage of 
the Golun Law would help resolve any lingering dilemma of dual 
loyulty in the minds of the 13,000 Golan Druse, in favour of Esruel. 
What uctually happened was thit the law, instead of being welcomed, 
met with fierce resistance, and lifted Druse sympathies towards 
Syria. The last thing the Druse wanted was to be dragooned into open 
identificution with the Israeli cause, They were fearful that this would 
get their families across the Syrian border into trouble with 
Damascus. 

Yet this wax what the law meant, in their eyes, especially the re- 
quirement of carrying Israeli identity cards. Most of them set their 
fuces ugainst the acquisition of the ID cards. In this they were plainly 
guilty of illegality. Bul the government, in trying to break duwn the 
resolve of the Druse, resorted to milifary ~ and, in the view of ex- 
perts, illegal — meuns. ᾿ 

Rather than prosecute the recalcitrants, us it was fully authorized, 
the gavernment chose to call in the army to bluckade the Druse in 
their villages, and thus bend them to its will, This is how the military 
Bevernment was brought right back to the Golan, despite ubjections 
from Tnterior Ministry officials, and for no good — and legal — 
security reasun, The result was that the once peaceful, frendly and 
orderly Golan hus been turned into α battlefield with the mative 
Druse population. 

The amicuble cooperation between the Golan Druse und the 
Israeli authorities which preceded the passage of the Gotan Law has 
given way toa disturbing confrontation, as rocks are hurled, tires are 
burned and anti-Israeli slogans are shouled by the Druse — and 
wounding shots are fired in return by the Israeli guardians of law and 
order, 

The exercise by the army of the powers vested in it on the Golan 
has produced sume bitter compluints among the Druse. Nat all uf 
these huve been found (o tally with the facts. But even if only a frac- 
tion of them are strictly true, they constitute a severe indictment of 
the army, and of the government as a whole. The velvet glove, the 
Yumit experience has shown, is reserved for Jewish protesters, at 
least to those among them who are classed “patriotic™’: for the Golan 
Druse, as for the Arabs in Judea, Samaria and Gaza, the instrument 
of discipline is now the mailed fist. 

Such is indeed the logic of military government: and on the Golan, 
despite its seeming incorporation into the civilian fabric of Israel, the 
actual government, despite Dr. Burg, is military, in the classic’ 
definition of the term.

Road to nowhere 


FOR THE PAST several weeks this country has been engaged in a 
relentless fittle war with the Palestinians in Judea, Samaria and Gaza 
— the very same people who are supposed to be the beneficiaries of 
Israel's autonomy scheme, 

From all but official reports the image of this little war has 
emerged as nasty, brutish and hopeless. The war is being fought with 
rocks and bottles and burning tires by Arab women, children and 
youths and with live ammunition and collective 
punishment by the army and border police and vigilante action by 
local settlers. The Israeli side is under considerable provocation. Its 
response, however, is humiliating, violent and indeed lethal rather 
than measured and purposeful. Standing orders that enjoin strict dis- 
cipline have not been altered. But practice belies them. 

Rumours of the daily savagery in the lerritories has so far spread 
largely by word of mouth, Now these rumours have been given ex- 
plicit substance by a group of six reserve officers who recounted their 
own version at a press conference organized by Peace Now In 
Jerusalem on Monday. It was depressing when it was not hair-raising. 

A reserve officer In the infantry put it bluntly. “We are," he said, 
“gradually losing our humanity. The local population are becoming 
pair in our eyes — at best mere abjects, at worst samething-to be 

legraded,” ; 

Despite the apparent authenticity of the officers’ protests, It is 
doubtful whether they will move the majority of Israelis, Many may 
even céedit the initial’ enonymous reaction from the Defence 
Ministry, that the charges were “groundless." A public opinion poll 
has just found three Israelis out of four to believe that the measures 
adopted by the army in the territories are “Justified.” 


‘fn the’ scale ‘of Jaraeli values the measures adopted by the 
army, In implementation of government policies, in Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza, are brutal — and, no less offensively, they are’ self- 
brutalizing. 

It is-a heavy price tolpay for a hopeless war. 
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
